Representation of Localities and 
Minorities. 
There are hut a few’Hays remaining 
of the session of the Legislature, and 
in that time it will be impossible to 
dispose of a ll the business that is be 
fore tire two houses. It is to be hoped 
tlmt among other measures that will 
have to go over, the apportionment 
bill will also be postponed. There is 
really no hurry for its adoption, and 
there are many good reasons why 
there should be delay. We profesa to 
apportion representation according to 
population, but the new bill almost 
ignores population. Since the last 
enumeration of our inhabitants im­ 
portant changes have taken place. 
Some of the mining counties have lost 
heavily, while th e . agricultural re­ 
gions, particularly Southern Califor­ 
nia, have gained greatly. The bill 
scarcely recognizes tbis fact, and even 
if its authors were willing to do the 
fair thing by every portion of the 
State, there is nothing but guess-work 
to go by. It isquite important too, be­ 
fore the State is re-districted,that some 
changes should be made in the plan of 
representation. Every county ought 
to have a member of its own, to look 
after its interests. As it now is, vast 
tracts of territory are thrown together 
into one district, the interests of 
which are widely' different. Men rep­ 
resent counties who know nothing 
practically of the demands of their 
constituents, and if they do are able 
to over-ride them by the superior 
weight of the larger counties. This 
can only be stopped by^giving to each 
county a member of the lower house 
and in the future refrainhig from or­ 
ganizing a new county unless the ter­ 
ritory included within its borders is 
sufficiently populous to entitle it to a 
member. Minorities too, have rights 
that ought to be respected, and most 
important is the right of being repre­ 
sented. Even when party lines are 
sharply drawn and the people gener­ 
ally adhere closely to only two parties, 
great injustice is often done- The 
party in power nearly always seeks to 
perpetuate that power by shaping the 
districts of the State to suit its pur- 
l>ose, and it is the exception rather 
than the rule that a fair basis is agreed 
on. Rut in many cases the two 
parties 
prominently' before 
the 
world 
do 
not include all the 
voters, and many that nominally 
belong to one or the other, are not 
in full sympathy, but only' adhere to 
them because their votes count for 
nothing unless they do. It is right 
that all shades of opinion should be 
represented in our Legislature. It is 
no argument to say that the body of 
the people holding to a given political 
faith is small. In a popular govern­ 
ment they have a right to he heard; a 
right to a representative who will 
watch their interests and present their 
case. It is not always the mere num­ 
ber of votes that count. A watchful 
and active member can always accom­ 
plish more for his constituents by 
keeping their interests prominently 
before a legislative body, and guard­ 
ing them from imposition, than hecan 
by his vote. Hence the importance of 
so arranging our election laws that 
minorities shall be represented. The 
most feasible plan that occurs to us is 
the one before suggested in the 
H e r a l d . After assigning a single 
representative to each county, let the 
remainder be elected by districts of 
such extent as may be found conve­ 
nient, each district, however, to elect 
not less than three members. The 
electors in these districts should then 
he allowed to cumulate their vote?, 
and in 
this way a minority, 
if not not less than one-third, 
or in a district choosing five 
members, one-fifth of the voters, could 
choose a member, leaving the rest to 
he elected by the majority in propor­ 
tion to its number of votes. Tins plan 
of distribution would not only distrib­ 
ute representation equitably, but it 
would also act as a check upon the 
growing disposition of the populous 
districts of the State to over-ride the 
weaker ones. W ith a new and com­ 
plete census, and an apportionment 
based substantially on the plan 
us roughly sketched above, we believe 
that all the important interests of the 
State would be fairly represented, and 
all things considered, an abler and 
purer legislative body secured. 


A sse m b ly m a n R o w e r s in a letter 
to the Sacramento Union says that 
according to the estimate of U. S. En­ 
gineers, 300,0(10 cubic yards of sand 
have been deposited in San Diego Ray 
by the river this Winter, and that two 
mgre such seasons, will entirely ruin 
the hurbor. 


Found Dead. 
The Santa Rarhara Prens of Tuesday 
says that the body of Charles P. Jones, 
who had been missing for nino days 
was found on Monday, on the farm of 
Mr. Oliver, on the mesa, about two 
miles from town. He# was registered 
at the St. Charles Hotel us being from 
Buffalo, New York. 
From papers 
found it appears he was an agent of 
Win. F. LeRoy, and was selling reap­ 
ers. A part of a letter beginning with 
“Dear son,” and containing among 
other things the expression "my baby 
hoy,” was found upon the body, also a 
short note in the handwriting of a 
lady, signed Ella. Deceased was 
dressed in brown coat and vest and 
black pants, had a silver watch and 
oroide chain, one imitation diamond 
breast-pin, three gold shirt studs, 
ivory sleeve buttons, a revolver, forty- 
five cents in silver, a number of postal 
cards, a few envelops, one of them 
containing a few postage stamps and 
a steerage ticket for 8an Diego. 


Im provem ent of O akland H arbor 
There was a fierce tilt in the ¡átate 
Senate on Saturday on the question of 
asking Congress for an appropriation 
for the improvement of Oakland bar 
hor. The objections urged were that 
the water front is owned by the rail 
road company, and that the work is 
impracticable. The best answer to the 
latter is that it has been declared feas 
ible by United States engineers after a 
thorough survey, and this we imagine 
ought to he satisfactory.* The ory of 
“railroad” we are afraid has only been 
raised to prejudice people against the 
scheme. It is very possible tlmt the 
railroad company will he henefitted 
by the improvement, hut so will every 
other interest in the State, more or 
less. We cannot afford to oppose every 
improvement for fear of incidentally 
benefitttng the Central Pacific, and 
such opposition savors too much of the 
demagogue to count for much. The 
whole people of the State are inter­ 
ested in securing all tin* harbor facili­ 
ties that we can. Let us have Oakland 
hurbor made perfect, Wilmington 
harbor finished, and San Diego Ray 
secured against damage. It will add 
to the wealth and prosperity of the 
State and nation, and no narrow local 
prejudice or hostility to Stanford 
should stand in the way. We are no 
friend to the policy of subsidizing 
railroads or any other private enter­ 
prise with the money belonging to the 
l>eople, hut there is no sense in crip­ 
pling our own resources to weaken the 
railroad, even if it were to our advan­ 
tage to have it weakened. 


The County Jail. 
The report of the Grand Jury on the 
County Jail, which will be found in 
another column, while it is emphatic 
in its character, and in some parts se­ 
vere in terms, is just sucli an ar­ 
raignment of neglect and mismanage­ 
ment as the nature of the case de­ 
mands. It is shameful to confine 
prisoners in a building like the one 
described by the jurors. It makes no 
difference whether the person confined 
is a criminal or not, we are under obli­ 
gations to treat him with humanity. 
The jury agree that the parties in 
charge do all they can to make the 
inmates comfortable, but that it is 
impossible to do so. Not only this, 
hut the building is insecure and alto­ 
gether unfit for the purposes for which 
it is used. It is also suggested that the 
property could he sold for a sufficient 
sum to erect a suitable building in some 
other part of the town, where land is 
not so valuable. Judging from the 
prices asked for property in the vicin­ 
ity we should say that this is correct, 
and that without any additional out­ 
lay, a jail that would furnish both 
comfortable and secure quarters for 
the confinement of the county prison­ 
ers can be built. We hope that it will 
not lie necessary for another Grand 
Jury to make such a report, hut that 
steps will be taken immediately to 
remedy t he matter. 


To Mexican War Veterans. 
The National Association of the 
Veterans of the Mexican War—with 
headquarters in Washington, D. C.— 
was organized by the late National 
Convention of the Veterans held on 
the 13th ult. at the city of Washing­ 
ton, D. C., Gen. George Cadwalader of 
Penn, being chosen President—with 
one Vice-President from each State, 
Territory, Army and Navy as also a 
council of administration consisting 
of one member from each State, etc., 
five Secretaries and one Treasurer. 
The Secretaries have made a division 
of the States and Territories, the second 
division embracing the States of Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon, Washington and 
Arizona Territories, as also all States 
east of Pennsylvania, this division 
being under the supervision of Mr. 
Francis D. Clark, of No. 254 Rroadway, 
New York. Each secretary is charged 
with the duty of obtaining the names 
of all persons who served in the Mexi­ 
can War and properly registering the 
same. As the National Association 
are now urging the pension hill before 
Congress with very flattering pros­ 
pects of its passage, whereby $8 per 
month will he granted the survivors of 
that War, it is the duty of all to see 
that their name and address are for­ 
warded to the secretary of their divis­ 
ion. An assistant secretary for each 
State and Territory will soon be select­ 
ed to aid the division secretary in 
enrolling the names. 
Col. James E. Nuttman, of San 
Francisco, is the Vice-President for 
California, and the Hon. S. O. Hough­ 
ton, M. 
is the California member 
of the council of administration. 
Roth of the gentlemen, as also Mr. 
Clark the division secretary, were 
former members of Col. Stevenson’s 
regiment of N. Y. Volunteers, which 
served in California during the Mexi­ 
can War. Gen. W. T. Sherman rep­ 
resents the Army as one of the Vice­ 
Presidents and Com. Fabius Stanley 
the Navy. 


Tiger Extermination in India. 
After a long struggle, Madras, says 
the Pioneer Mail, is apparently des­ 
tined to get the upper hand of her ti­ 
gers, by means of what Mr. Caleraft 
would call a species of Improved drop. 
Rut in that case Madras must share 
the glory with Colonel Marshall’s 
friends, the Todas of the Neigherries. 
It is strange that, after all our scien­ 
tific methods of campaigning against 
the tiger, we should he obliged to fall 
hack on the simple tactics of an ob­ 
scure and semi-savage hill tribe. We 
have cunningly planned, hut to no 
purpose, that the animal should shoot 
himself while eating his dinner. We 
have even induced him to swallow 
doses of strychnine—only to discover, 
to our mortification, that he actually 
returns to his poisoned carcass as if lie 
rather liked it. The Toda plan, which 
Captain Canfield has adopted, is avail­ 
able wherever jungle-logs, brush-wood 
and stones are to be had. It simply 
consists of an enclosure, disguised 
like a cattle kraal, with only one en­ 
try, and a “live bait” sheep or kid 
inside of it. The entry is so arranged 
that in attempting to pass through it 
the tiger is, or ought to lie, instantly 
crushed by a downfall of boulders. 
Thé plan seems effective, for out of 
seven tigers recently bagged by Cap­ 
tain Canfield in the Coimbatore jun­ 
gles, five were accounted for on the 
Toda plan. 


Suicide of an Austrian Field Marshal. 
The Journal den Debate, of the 3d 
ult., published some details concern­ 
ing the suicide at Zurich of Field 
Marshal Von Gablenz, of Austria. 
General Von Gablenz, it appears, had 
lost heavily at the Vienna llourse, 
esjieclally in operations connected 
with the Austrian Credit Mobilier, in 
which venture alone his losses 
amounted to 750,(XX) francs. At first 
Austrian journals refused to admit 
that his death was caused by suicide. 
They have since, however, acknowl­ 
edged the fact. A Zurich newspaper 
relates that the Field Marshal, who 
had arrived in that city, a few days 
previous, had killed himself in his 
room by shooting himself in the heart 
with a pistol. Upon his table were 
found a number of letters and tele­ 
graphic dispatches, prepared with his 
own hand, in which he announced the 
news of his death to his relatives. 
Another journal of Zurich says that a 
short while previous to his fatal deter­ 
mination to take his life he had invited 
two of his friends to pay him a visit at 
11 o’clock a . M., on the day of his 
death. When they reached his rooms 
they found the doors locked. The 
doors were then forced open. The 
sleeping apartment was empty, but 
in an adjoining cabinet the body of 
the General was found stretched upon 
a sofa. His head was hanging behind 
the cushion, and the right arm was 
lying in a military pose upon the right 
leg. His left hand still held the pistol 
grasped in it. The bystanders, says 
the newspaper in question, were struck 
with the beauty of the death scene. 
The heart hail been pierced with the 
bullet. Lying on the table in front of 
him was a note written ip a firm hand, 
and by the side of the note was a 
{lencif. This note he had directed to 
ie read at his funeral. It ran as fol­ 
lows : 
“I have prayed and I am composed, 
hut I can no longer live. The elevated 
functions with which I am clothed 
were especially agreeable to me 
because of the good that I could do on 
every side. It was toward this goal 
that all my efforts tended, and now it 
is my consolation. For a long time I 
have suffered from a nervous irrita­ 
tion which for months lias rendered 
me unable to sleep. The measure is 
full.” 
General Von Gablenz was sixty- 
nine years old. He took a tistinguish- 
ed part in the campaign of Lombardy, 
in 1859, and in 1834, at the invasion of 
the Duchies, lie commanded the 
Austrian forces. At Sadowa lie had 
two army corps under his command. 
Since then he had been commander* 
in-chief in Hungary.

Can I Make a Living in California ? 


The query at the head of this paper 
is what 1 am set down to reply to, and 
I confess that the job is a tough one. 
“ Professor John Phoenix” (Lieuten­ 
ant Derby) was of opinion years ago 
that our system of expressing matters 
comparative was imperfect. If you 
meet a man, and ask him how lie is, 
lie will reply “ Tolerable, thank you.” 
If you ask about a young lady, the 
party inquired of will be likely to say, 
“ Passably good looking.” The style 
of answer, the “ Professor” urged, did 
not convey a meaning sufficiently 
accurate. He thoiurht all these things 
should be expressed by figures, us is 
the standing of tlu* children at the 
public schools. Then, instead of a 
man replying “ Tolerably well, thank 
you’” lie should say, “ I am well, 40.” 
So, also, when a party is desired to say 
how pretty his sweetheart Is, he would 
promptly answer “ Pretty, 8)4 !” Now, 
if this system should bo extended to 
each man’s capacity for m aking a 
living, made up from bis standing in 
industry, economy, prudence and en­ 
ergy, 1 should have no difficulty in 
answering the party who desired my 
opinion as to wheiher he would be 
aide to make a living in California. 
But, unfortunately, this 
excellent 
system is not in vogue, and henoe I 
I have a bad job. I will essay to oast 
some light upon the subject, however, 
without the aid of figures. W hat 
man lias done man can do again; and 
if I tell you w hat men have done and 
are doing in th at country then you can 
form a pretty good idea of what you can 
do. In December, 1848, 1 sailed into 
the bay of San Francisco, in the good 
sloop-ol-war St. Mary’s. J was a mid­ 
shipman, and my station at anchoring, 
etc., 
wus 
aloft. 
As 
we 
passed 
the “ H eads” 
I was directed to 
go on 
the royal yard and look 
out for a town, houses and ship­ 
ping. 1 did us I was ordered, and save 
and except a deserted barrack and an 
old fort on tlie point, I could see noth­ 
ing which would indicate that the 
country had ever been trod by tlie foot 
of man. Sailing a short distance fur­ 
ther we “opened” our flag-ship, the 
Ohio, riding at her anchors oft" a 
spring, where she was replenishing 
her stock of fresh water; but there was 
no house in sight from her. The 
ground I overlooked from ifty lofty 
perch on th at bright December day, 
but twenty-live years ago, is now a 
part of tlie great "city of Kan Francisco, 
and the person sailing in now will be 
charmed by the evidences of busy life 
all around him. He will see grand 
steamers sailing out to China and 
Japan, to Oregon and British Colum­ 
bia, to Mexico and Central America, 
ami to the Islands of -the Pacific and 
Australia. 
Coasting 
vessels with 
their glistening white wings are com­ 
ing in from and going to the north 
nml tlie south. 
A t the numerous 
wharves yo u . see uu array of the 
noblékt merchant ships to he found in 
the world, shewing a very forest of 
spars and yards against the sky. 
Steain ferries are plying hither and 
thither, and bay boats going and com­ 
ing help to finish the marine picture. 
Over where we found the Ohio, is a 
handsome little town, sheltered be­ 
hind the hills, and tlie locomotive 
whistles and snorts; for it is tlie ter­ 
minus of a railroad. This busy scene 
would indicate that during tlie past 
quarter of a century these people have 
been busy, and that many have been 
and are "making a living. Probably 
my readers will demand better evi­ 
dence to support tlie last projxisition 
than the mere seeing of towns, ships 
and steamers, and railroads, where 
was only a wilderness a few years be­ 
fore. Let us go, then, and inquire 
concerning the condition of tlie peo­ 
ple of this country, and see whether 
they are m aking a living or not. In 
San Francisco (which was not so large 
as Raleigh, our ancient county town, 
when I first saw it), we will find that 
tlie laboring population has on deposit 
in tlie savings banks a sum a trifle 
greater than forty-three millions of 
dollars! The people who own this 
vast deposit are a little over forty 
thousand in number, hence it is fair 
to presume th at these depositors and 
their families are in no danger of star­ 
vation; especially as they live in the 
country where food is cheaper than 
elsewhere in America, and where 
wages are highest. 
Possibly the 
reader may not comprehend at once 
the prosperity this deposit of savings 
represents. San Francisco has a pop­ 
ulation of about one hundred and sixty 
thousand, and she bus the savings 
mentioned. A year ago, or there­ 
abouts, tiie Governor of New Ham p­ 
shire took occasion in his message to 
congratulate the people of his State 
upon their prosperity, which he said 
was evidenced more by the accumula­ 
tions of tlie working lieople in savings 
banks than in any otner way. These 
accumulations, he told us, amounted 
to seventeen millions of dollars. New 
Hampshire has a population just twice 
as great us that of San Francisco. 
Therefore eight and a half millions in 
that city would represent greater pros­ 
perity according to the New Hamp­ 
shire standard. Now if that standard 
is correct, how much greater must be 
the prosperity where the accumula­ 
tions per capita are four timen a» 
[treat! Do you begin to comprehend 
(lalifornia prosperity? 
Let us ad­ 
vance a step farther. We measure the 
value of a farm by its fertility and ca­ 
pacity of production, and the same 
rule will apply to a State. Our great 
meant, Commodore Maury, delighted 
to boast of tlie Cutton States, which 
had a capacity to export products of 
the value of forty dollars per capita, 
per annum. California exported dur­ 
ing tlie past year products of the value 
of eighty millions, equal to one hun­ 
dred and thirty-seven dollars per cap­ 
ita! No other country on earth can 
equal this. Just as I wind up this 
grandiloquent assertion a friend a t my 
elbow suggests that lie saw in the 
Appeal the other day ail extract 
from a letter printed originally in the 
Rural Sun ot Nashville, and written 
in California, which gave a very dole­ 
ful account of affhlrs out there. The 
writer had had hard lucb, had seen 
nothing but hard times, and believed 
worse were coming, and advised all 
who were doing well to let well enough 
alone. W ith the latter advice I agree, 
but with iiis assertion th at hard times 
prevail in the Golden State, I deny. 
I deny it for tliiH reason: * In tlie year 
1872, tlie wheat crop was very heavy, 
and great prosperity followed it. In 
1873, the breadth sown was greater, 
but the yield per acre much less than 
the previous year, but the price in 
England advanced so th at tlie crop of 
’73 yielded ten millions of dollars in 
value more than the crop of ’72, which 
lias brought very great prosperity to 
the farmers. 
Coupled with the in­ 
crease iu the value of tlie wiieat crop 
comes an increase in the production of 
the precious metals of another ten mil­ 
lions, an increase in tlie wool clip of 
eight million pounds, besides a great 
advancement in other industries, it 
is notable that the financial panic of 
tiie past Fall made no impression out 
there. In tiie great cities of the East 
it caused the closing up of factories, 
hunger and starvation; nothing of the 


sort occurred west of tlie Sierra Ne­ 
vada. It so happens that the quan­ 
tity of the crop ot the country depends 
upon the quantity of rain which falls 
in W inter. Enough lias already fallen 
to insure an immense yield "for the 
present year, and if the price contin­ 
ues high in England tlie exportation 
of wheat to that country will reach 
the neighborhood of $50,000,000 in 
vulue. 
I do not know that I have 
shown any man that he can make a 
living in California, but I have tried 
to show him that a good many others 
are doing it, and if he will only do as 
they do, lie will soon have money in 
the bank. 
W hat do they do? \Vork. 
W hat kind of work? Anything, every­ 
thing. If no job offers at tape-meu- 
surlng, book-keeping, or other genteel 
occupations, try driving a plow, herd­ 
ing sheep, cleuning horses or digging 
ditches. 
If you go there with the ex­ 
pectation of making a living without 
work,you'll find yourself in the condi­ 
tion of the party who writes for the 
Rural Sun. To follow tills I propose 
to write a paper on the Health of Cali­ 
fornia, which should have come in the 
place of this one. 
I*. S.—A gentleman writes me from 
Oxford, Mississippi, under date of Feb­ 
ruary 9th, as follows:

has live stock valued at half a million 
dollars, which arc numbered as fol­ 
lows: 5,687 horses; 723 mules; 1,288 
milch cows; 16,443 sheep; 1,683 hogs 
and 839 oxen. It produced 32,947 bush­ 
els of wheat; 9,330 bushels of corn; 
18,745 bushels of barley. The popula­ 
tion of the county is 5,180, and ot Ban 
Diego city 2,400. I should estimate 
the area of the county at 15,000 square 
miles; that is to say it has an extent 
of 150 miles from east to west and 100 
miles from north to south. As this 
county was the first settled in Califor­ 
nia, you will naturally conclude that 
the land must lack iu fertility, as only 
about a thousandth part of it has been 
improved, and. that with a very light 
production—not enough to feed its 
sparse 
population. 
The adjoining 
county of Los Angeles has two hun­ 
dred and thirty-four thousand acres of 
improved land, valued at four and a 
quarter millions of dollars. H er live 
stock is valued at twelve hundred 
thousand dollars—one item of which 
is two hundred and fifty thousand 
sheep. Ban Joaquin (Wall-keen) is 
the great agrieultural county of tlie 
Btate. Her annual productions are 
valued at four and a half millions; the 
two main items of which are two mil­ 
lion four hundred thousand bushels pf 
wheat, and a million bushels of bar­ 
ley. The farms in Alameda county 
are valued at sixteen millions; Santa 
Clara is valued at twelve millions, 
whilst Sonoma and Solano each are 
rated at ten millions. I cannot tejl 
anything about the price of lands near 
San Diego, but I imagine tney are not 
held at a very higli rate.

California as a Wine Producing Country. 


Tike efforts now being made to mod­ 
ify t lie Tariff and Internal Revenue 
laws so us to remove the burdens 
under which tin* wine-growers ate 
laboring, have brought out many facts 
bearing on the wine Interests. Rep­ 
resentative Luttrell is m aking an ef­ 
fort to have all taxes and restrictions 
upon 
the 
manufacture 
of native 
brandy removed, except an impost of 
fifty cents on the gallon. 
It is urged 
with much force that tike revenue 
from this source will be greatly in- 
creasetr by the proposed change and 
in support of this Mr. Lut troll gives 
the following figures: “ By the report 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau, it 
appears that tike average quantity of 
brandy made in Sonoma valley, Cali­ 
fornia, is 10,000 gallons per annum. 
The amount of wine manufactured in 
the same valley is about 1,000,000 gal­ 
lons annually. This manufacture pro­ 
duces annually about 50,000 gallons of 
“yeast,” which m ight be made to 
yield 8,000 gallons of proof brandy, 
and 250,000 gallons of “piquet to,” from 
which there should be manufactured 
83,000 gallons of brandy, or together it 
would seem that there ought to be an 
annual production from these two 
kinds of residuum of about 50,(MM) gal­ 
lons of native grape brandy in Sonoma 
valley alone; while, as has been seen 
above, the actual production is only 
some 10,(MM) gallons per year. The ex­ 
planation of this enormous proportion 
of waste (which, of course, reacts di- 
rectlv upon the profits and production 
of the native wines) is found in the 
fact that as long as the tax oik brandy 
made from grapes, apples, peaches or 
other lruit; is tike same as the tax ou 
grain-spirits, the former- cannot com­ 
pete with tike latter; first, because all 
fruit distillers, working only a few 
weeks or months in a year, canuot af­ 
ford to put up large and costly distil­ 
leries, and they, therefore, make an 
inferior article which becomes saleable 
only after storing it a number of years; 
while on the other hand grain-spirits, 
made with fiike and expensive stills, 
doublers and refineries, are fit for m ar­ 
ket immediately after manufacture; 
and secondly, tike distillation of fruit 
is more expensive ou account of the 
greater amount of labor in getting the 
material ready for distilling and the 
iiigher cost of "the material itself. As­ 
suming the truthfulness of those 
premises, the deduction from them is 
very simple, for It follows clearly that 
if the wine-growers of Sonoma valley 
were to be enabled, by a reduction of 
the tax from about seventy cents to 
fifty cents a gallon, to make 50,000 gal­ 
lons of brandy per annum, instead of 
the present production of 10,000 gal­ 
lons a year, the Government would be 
the gainer by a t least $17,000 per year 
in its revenue from the same district 
alone.” 
* 
The interest that Los Angeles has in 
this subject is easily inferred when we 
state that in the production of wine 
and brandy this is the leading county 
in the State. The number of vines 
returned by the Assessor of this county 
for 1873 is' 4,220,000. The number of 
gallons of wine returned is 1,508,000, 
and of brandy 60,000. This is nearly 
three times the wine and brandy pro­ 
duced by Sonoma county, and six 
times the average given by Luttrell. 
A correspondent of the Bulletin esti­ 
mates as follows: “ California con­ 
tains 129,947,840 acres of land, mostly 
rolling lands, hills and mountains. 
Well-informed persons claim that ton 
per cent, of all the land in California 
is fit for vlnlcultural purposes (or 
about 13,000.000 acres), but if only one 
half of this be taken, so as to make a 
very low estimate, there would still 
be 6,500,000 acres of vineyard land in 
the State, which is capable of produc­ 
ing, on an average, at least 600 gallons 
of wine per acre, and, if tike pummacc* 
and offal of vintage be saved and dis­ 
tilled, an additional product of ten 
gallons of brandy per acre can easily 
be made. This would give au annual 
product of 3,900,000,000gallous of wine 
and 65,000,(KM) gallons of brandy. If 
the value of the wine is estimated at 
twenty cents per gallon, and of the 
brandy at one dollar per gallon, there 
would be, in the time of full produc­ 
tion, $845,000,000 per annum as the 
produce of California’s vineyard! The 
Government 
tax upon this trifling 
product can 
be estimated by the 
reader (if Ike is not already tired of 
figures) for himself.” Los Angeles 
County contains, exclusive of town 
lots, 
1,131,652 acres of land, and 
it 
is 
safe 
to say 
that 
much 
more than ten per cent, 
of it is 
adapted to the culture of the grape. 
But claiming only 100,000 acres as the 
area on which vines can be profitably 
grown, the extent to which the busi­ 
ness of vine-growing can be carried in 
this county is simply immense. That 
there will be at no distant day a de­ 
mand for all that can be produced is 
evident when we remember that a 
number of Continental writers, in 
speakirg of the exhausted condition 
of European 
wine districts, have 
pointed to the United States, and espe­ 
cially to California, as the vineyard of 
the future. From the report of tike 
French Minister of Agriculture we 
learn that tike annual wine crop of 
France, in a good wine-year (two or 
three years out of every four not being 
“good” ) is nearly two thousand m il­ 
lion gallons of wine, which sustains 
about (l,5(K),fMM) vine-growers, besides 
some 2,000,000 people as teamsters or 
business men, or about one-fifth of 
the entire population of France. The 
land cultivated with vines is about 
6,0D0,0<k) acres, or one-twentieth part 
of ail the cultivated land in France, 
and is principally such land as would 
be unfit for any other agricultural 
purpose. According to tikis statement, 
the product per acre, in a good vintage, 
is about 330 gallons of wine in France. 


Meeting of the Common Council. 


The Council met yesterday afternoon 
pursuant to adjournment, the follow­ 
ing members being present: Gerkens, 
Beaudry, Workman, Mascarel, Huber 
and Dockweiler. Minutes of the pre­ 
vious meeting read and approved. 
Tlie report of the City Marshal was 
read aud received. He reported $1,621 
In the treasury from the collection of 
licenses. 
The Zanjero reported that the ditcli 
which had been given to the woolen 
mills is full of dirt and weeds, and 
needs cleaning before it can be again 
accepted bytneC lty. After consider­ 
able discussion the report was accepted 
with some slight modifications, and a 
resolution was passed that the mill be 
instructed that they m ust have the 
ditch cleaned and in good order before 
it can be accepted by the City. 
A resolution to repeal a resolution 
f»assed by the Council in December 
ast, compelling Dr. Griffin to deed to 
the Railroad Company certain lands 
in the City of Los Angeles, was read 
and passed. 
The committee formerly appointed 
to see to conveying ljpid now occupied 
by the Railroad Company, reported 
that Dr. Griffin should convey the 
land in question to the City of Ix>s 
Angeles, and that the City should in 
turn convey it to the Railroad Com­ 
pany. The report was received, and 
Messrs. Beaudry, Mascarel and Ger­ 


kens appointed a committee to act 
with the City Attorney. The deed 
from Dr. Griffin to the City of the 
land in question was received after 
certain words objected to were stricken 
out. 
The committee appointed to ex­ 
amine into the petition from l)r. 
Wiuson in reference to the defective 
sewer near his place, reported that 
$75 should be paid him for damages 
sustained from said nuisance. The 
report was accepted and the damages 
awarded. 
• 
The Finance Committee reported 
favorably oil the bills of Ferry, Wood­ 
worth «fe Co. for $217 32; of the Sheriff 
for $131 45, and of Dr. Wlnson for $75, 
and warrants were ordered drawn on 
the Treasury of the city for the 
amounts named. 
Tlie committee appointed to exam­ 
ine into the petition from Thus. Man­ 
ning reported that he should be grant­ 
ed tike water right to certain lands 
named in the petition. 
The report 
was received and the petition granted. 
in reference to tlie petition from Mr. 
Temple, asking for the conveyance of 
certain lands to him by the city of Los 
Angeles, old Spanish deeds to part of 
the property in question were exhib­ 
ited by persons claiming part of the 
bind, and objections were entered to 
the granting of the land to petitioner. 
Mr. Lasarovich was granted permis­ 
sion to speak before the Council and 
expluin tlie condition of affairs in 
reference to the land in question. After 
much discussion as to whether or not 
tlie city lias any rigid to take action 
in the 'm atter, Mr. Lasarovich was or­ 
dered to comply with the requirements 
of the law in reference to the exhibi­ 
tion of maps before tlie Council should 
proceed any further. 
A petition was read from the S. P. 
R. It. Company, asking that the deed 
to tlie land occupied by the depot be 
made out by the city as soon as pos­ 
sible, and the property delivered to tlie 
railroad company. 
A petition requesting the represent­ 
atives from the county to aid in the 
passage of the new charter now before 
tlie State Legislature, was adopted. 
A petition from the newly organized 
Union W ater District, asking for the 
surplus water of certain zanjas in their 
neighborhood, near the Fair grounds, 
was read and referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Zaiyas. 
A petition from the Zanjero, asking 
for the appropriation of $650 to be used 
in repairs and other work on the 
zanjas, and also for the appointment 
of a deputy, was read and laid over 
until the next meeting. 
Tlie bill of A. Cline for $21 for tak­ 
ing care of the lights at the bridge 
over the Los Angeles river was read 
and ordered paid. 
Adjourned to meet on Thursday af­ 
ternoon next at 2 o’clock. 


Grand Jury Report. 


The Grand Jury returnes into the 
County Court March 12th, and after 
having read their report were dis­ 
charged. The following is a synopsis 
of the report: 
They have been in session eight 
days and have disposed of twenty-five 
eases, having found seventeen indict­ 
ments. 
In the m atter of examining the books 
of tlie County Auditor, the Jury be­ 
lieve th at nothing short of a full in­ 
vestigation would give satisfaction, 
and for want of time to go through tlie 
books they refer it to the next Grand 
Jury. 
They found the County Hospital in 
gootl order, clean and well ventilated, 
and in good condition in every respect. 
The patients were cleanly, comfort­ 
ably, well and kindly eared for, witli 
an abundance of wholesome food, well 
cooked and properly prepared. 
From 
investigation tlie Jury are satisfied no 
change can be made in the present 
management of the County Hospital 
that would improve tlie efficiency or 
redqee the expenses of the county. 
Tlie streets tlie Jury find in good 
order for Loa Angeles, except First 
street, between Main and Spring; also, 
a filthy, stagnant pool of water on Al­ 
ameda street, in front of M. Keller’s 
wine store and residence; also San­ 
chez street, from Arcadia to the Plaza 
is in a very filthy condition; but the 
worst and most aggravated nuisance of 
all is the property of Mr. Keller on 
New Commercial 
street, 
opposite 
Perry «& Woodworth’s office, being a 
large pond of stagnant water, covered 
with a blue scum, which must be very 
detrimental to tlie good health of peo­ 
ple living in that vicinity, and de­ 
signed to create a very unfavorable 
impression on strangers visiting our 
city, who land at the depot nearly op­ 
posite. 
They recommend th at the 
city authorities take some measure to 
cause the nuisance to be abated. 
The Jury examined the jail and find 
it clean and in gootl order, and those 
in charge attentive to their duties, 
sparing no exertion to make persons 
in their charge secure and comforta­ 
ble; but they are unanimous in the 
<>]>!ilion that that end cannot be at­ 
tained in tlie present building. It is 
altogether too small, totally insecure, 
and it is an utter impossibility to ren­ 
der prisoners at 
all .comfortable. 
Many of them can only be huddled to­ 
gether in an unfurnished space, with 
the cold wind tdowingon them through 
tlie grated openings day and night, not 
only causing greut discomfort, but 
jeopardizing life itself. Many persons 
detained in 
jail 
are 
not 
crimi­ 
nals, and tbe manner in which they 
are necessarily treated is an outrage 
against hum anity and deserves the 
denunciation of all civilized and Chris- 
tain people. The Jury believe the 
present property can be sold 
for 
enough to build a good jail in some 
other locality, where the ground is not 
so valuable, aud which would be bet­ 
ter for that purpose. Attention has 
been called to this m atter by former 
Grand Juries, and no notice has been 
taken of their action. 
Should this 
again be tlie case, and no action be 
taken to correct this great wrong be­ 
fore the next Grand Jury shall con­ 
vene, th .y earnestly recommend that 
the parties whose official and legal 
duty it is to attend to it, be prosecuted 
by tiie District Attorney for their 
criminal neglect of official duty. 
Tlie Grand Jury extend their thanks 
to Sheriff’ ¿lowland and to Frank 
Howard, Deputy District Attorney, 
for prompt services and assistance.
